TO CARRY OFF JAPANESE

Under tho nbovo hend lines tho Nevr 
York Tribune of a recent date has a 
lengthy news nrtlclc telling of the Ming 
of tho nrttclcs of Incorporation 
of tho 
American annuo Company with a cnpl-t- nl 
of ten 
millions 
nnd 
the Intention 
to control tho guano output of the world 
by working tho deposits 
of Islands, 
to 
which ownership hns been acquired, In 
tho Caribbean Sen, tho Gulf of Mexico 
and tho Pacific Ocean, "tho latter nn 
Island 
within two days' sail of Hono- 
lulu." 
The local firms who arc Interested In 
the manufacture 
of fertilizer and tho 
guano history, know nothing of the ex- 
istence of such a corporation and doubt 
tho ncqulsltlon of any Pacific 
Islands 
In tho neighborhood 
of Hawaii. 
"Two 
days' sail" Is a vague term which may 
bo taken to mean anything 
from two 
to live hundred miles, according to 
the-spee-d 
of the vessel nnd the direction In 
which 
It would 
be necessary to sail, 
whother before tho wind or beat Into It. 
"They cannot menu Laysan or 
Lny-slans- ky 
Islands," said 
Mr. Isenberg of 
Hnckfcld 
& Co. 
yesterday 
afternoon, 
"and I do not think

Islnnd Is 
mennt. 
As far ns 
wo know there nro

The "Cheerful Liar" who lias resumed his interesting' chats in 
the Ililo Herald after a lapse caused by indisposition, 
has the 
fol- 
lowing remarks to offer on the visit of Superintendent 
Holloway 
to the big island and the question of the cutting of school teachers' 
salaries: 
"When 
Mr. Holloway comes up here officially 
he will learn a 
thing or two that will surprise 
him. 
As a visitor a few years ago 
he was not particularly 
interested in the place and did not look after 
its needs. 
With a few thousand trying to break out of the loan 
fund the conditions are changed' and as he is now a government 
official he will see where it will do the most good." 
"I am always glad to see the head of the public works depart- 
ment 
conic up here," said the Cheerful Liar, "because 
something 
good always 
follows. 
It has not always 
come to Ililo because 
there was seldom anything left when the official got back to Hono- 
lulu. 
The good I refer to went mainly to the people who had land 
here that was wanted 
for street widening. 
There 
are instances 
where people of Honolulu got some choice pieces of Ililo real 
es- 
tate in exchange for bum land that had been used down there in 
street widening. 
I think Carter has put a stop to that sort of thing 
and there will be little if any of it done in the future. 
Those deals 
smellcd high unto heaven." 
"There has been talk about the teachers leaving on account of 
the cut in their salaries," said the Cheerful Liar, "though when the 
time comes they may back out. 
As they are under contract 
for a 
certain period and at a certain salary they feel that the government 
has no right to make reductions 
in the middle of the game. 
Some 
of the salaries should not have been reduced but there are others 
that would bear it 
all right and still be much higher than is paid 
anywhere 
in the United States for the same service. 
As I remem- 
ber it the hours were longer in the public schools when I was a 
boy than they arc now in Hawaii and there was more work to do. 
Of course methods are changing 
all the time and I presume 
the 
schools are not an exception. 
Professor Scott's idea that the sala- - 
ries should be kept up by private subscription 
is, in my opinion, a 
' 
mistake. 
It would be a species of charity that the teachers would 
resent. 
In another year the trouble will be straightened 
out and 
the salaries will be restored to their original figures even if the gov- 
ernor has to sacrifice the band."

and lack

sold recently 
for $500,000 
'I lie remaining 
h'alf, which 
all the improvements

fir-c- 
la 
plantation, 
esccpting the mill alone, 


is ccr,uinly 
worth at least twice as niuchas 
the portion sold, or $1,000,000, 
which 


would be $.2000 a share. 
"Olaa plantation 
will sell its present crop' for approximately 
$i,Sooooo. 
At 


the price offered 
for the stock. $300 per share, 
the whole plantation 
would 
sell 


for $750,000, much less than half the value of tlic,prcciit crop of sugar. 
"Mcllrjdc plantation's present 
crop of sugar will sell 
for perhaps 
$1,000,000 
jet if the place were sold at the prices now being offered for the stock, the plan- 


tation would sell for only $43"iSoo." 
Mr. Suntcr concludes 
with 
a rather plain intimation 
that there arc persons 
with power to prevent 
the present conditions 
who, themselves, 
are "continuing 
to 
depress the 
ahc of sugar stocks." 
'ihe 
complaint 
thu-- . 
voiced 
takes 
no 
account 
of 
the 
conditions 
that 
have 
prevailed 
111 the sugar industry 
for the past three or four 
cars. 
Neither docs 
it consider 
the fact that 
the three examples 
given are all of new sugar 
enter- 
prises, whose initial 
difficulties have been greatly

by the

since they began producing. 
'I he cost of their dcrclop- - 
mtnt and machmcrj 
installation 
bears heavily on their finances, all the more that 
expectations 
of returns from crops 
have been defeated 
by the low state 
of the

In many 
cases the 
small investor 
put not only his surplus cash into sugar stocks, but staked 
practic- 
ally all his living 
resources 
111 the game. 
He bought cither to sell on a rising 
market 
or with the fond hone that 
the shares 
would 
soon vield him dividends. 
'Ihere were s0 many like him that the stock market 
fell instead of rose, while the 
expenses of starting new plantations 
and the low price of sugar each had its ptrt 
in disappointing 
expectations 
of purti 
investment purposes. 
Buers of assessable 
stocks who had deficient reserves 
for meeting the calls lno! to let them go by 
de- 
fault to the auction 
block. 
'Ihe banks became loaded with shares 
as collateral 
until their own safety 
and tint of the business 
community 
dictated 
a shutting 
down on th.it line of accommodation. 
Now, as was stated 
last week, 
there is a renewed 
demand 
for 
plantation 
stocks from large capitalists. 
It is for considerable 
blocks, however, and not the 
little parcels that arc available 
through 
the distress 
of the small investor. 
At 
the same tune the demand will tend to make it safe for brokers to assemble small 
lots at asked rates 
for reselling 
in the blocks required. 
Therefore an influence 
is already operating 
to advance prices and being a natural 
influence it is a healthy 
one. 
The fact that the difficulty increases day by day is a cheering sign. 
Bankers 
and brokers arc as much the creatures 
of circumstances 
as the small investors 
of 
whom Mr. Suntcr is a spokesman. 
Their interest 
cannot 
lie in depressing 
the

but entirely the contrary. 
One broker 
seen by the writer of this 
ar- 
ticle before 
he had 
read 
Mr. Sunter's 
communication 
expressed 
himself 
sub- 
stantially 
in the following 
terms,

with the feelings of the general public: 
"People are anxious 
enough to get stock at the old figures.

of good crops, cause people to hold on who 
for some time past 
have been ready 
to give up their holdings. 
It

ci op with higher 
prices. 
People having 
collateral 
that 
will not bring 
the face 
value of the notes arc inclined to wait for the expected 
improvement 
rather than 
sacrifice the securities 
at the old prices."

& Co, the same afternoon, 
completed a deal of 1000 shares of Olaa at $3. 
There have been sales of Paia 
and Haiku 
6 p. c. bonds 
at par the past 
week. 
It was stated 
last week that 
further Coist orders for Waialua 
at $40, the price of an order just satisfied, could 
not be filled. 
The asking figure is now $42V. 
Kahuku 
has shaded up under the 
demand and there is little doubt that several other stocks will soon be responding 
to the cheering 
influences 
now operating.

reported, and 
may, possibly, yet be found. The search 
of the Tacoma was restricted 
to four 
days by her limited 
coal supply. 
As 
she carried no nppllnnces 
for deep sea 
sounding, 
her exploration was wholly 
superficial. 
These 
results 
afford 
no 
hoped 
for 
light on the loss of the United 
Stntcs 
steamer 
Levant, 
which 
disappeared 
mysteriously In

on her 
voyage 
from Hawaii to 
Panama,

Is now believed

former Confederate olllcer living In New 
York," 
has been full of surprises and 
quick 
action. But there 
Is one thing 
which 
has surprised 
me, and that 
Is 
the ado that has been made over the 
fighting, 
thus far.

pro-Ja- p, 
but as an old soldier 
I have not been able to get my blood 
stirred over what has occurred 
up to 
date. Granting that the losses In what 
will probably go down 
In history as 
the battle of the Yalu have exceeded 
the figures 
given 
out 
by 
both 
sides, 
the number is still too small 
to dig 
nify the encounter as a great battle. 
"You can shut your eyes and call up 
battles 
by the score 
which make the 
fight 
on the Yalu 
dwindle 
Into 
Insig- 
nificance. 
"The Confederate loss at Gettysburg 
was 
30,000, 
the Federal about 20,000. 
In 
the two days Battle of the AVilderness 
the Federals 
lost 
IS.OOO and the 
Con- 
federates 
11,000. 
In the first big battle 
of the Rebellion, 
Bull Run, the Federal 
loss was over 12,000 and the Confederate 
loss was estimated at over 
8,000. 
"If we make 
due 
allowance 
for the 
Innccuracies 
of history many of the bat- 
tles 
of other times 
were 
deluges 
of 
blood, compared 
with which the battle 
of the Yalu Is but a drop In the bucket. 
In round numbers Hannibal, In the bat- 
tle 
of Cannae, 
216 
B. C, 
slew 
40,000 
Romans. 
In the battle of Halldon 
Hill, 
in 
1333, Edward III. slew 
30,000 
Scots. 
At AVaterloo the Allies 
lost 
22,000 and 
the French 35,000. 
"I doubt If we shall ever see In our 
time any 
such sanguinary 
battles as 
have reddened 
history. 
I do not look 
for nny such results 
In this struggle 
between Russia and Japan as we found 
nt the close of our civil war. 
"In that four years of stubborn fight- 
ing there died In the Confederate 
prls- - 
ons 
216 Federnl 
prisoners, while

526 Confederates

In Federal

ons. 
The whole number of prisoners 
enptured by the Confederates 
In that 
struggle was 270,000. 
The whole number 
of Confederate 
prisoners captured was 
220,000.

Former kings and queens of Hawaii 
would probably be shocked 
were 
they 
given the opportunity 
to see the new 
gateway which has been pierced 
In the 
old palace, 
now the capltol, 
wall. 
Not 
In 
years 
has 
the. wall been 
broken 
down to admit of a new gateway, not 
since 
the small private entrance was 
opened onto Hotel 
street back of the 
Bungalow, 
through 
which 
his august 
Majesty, Kalakaua, had egress 
to the 
Hawaiian Hotel when It suited him to 
make a short cut to that hostelry. 
In former days when 
the 
present 
capltol was the palace of the reigning 
sovereigns, 
the premises 
were enclosed 
by a high cement wall, wlh a gateway 


on each 
of the four sides. 
The gates 


In those days were heavy panelled af- 
fairs so that 
the gaze of the vulgar 
could not penetrate 
to the royal 
resi- 
dence. 
Eacn one was nanked by a sen- 
try box nnd 
soldiers 
were always on 
guard. 
Each of the gates also had a 
special 
Hawaiian 
cognomen. 
After the revolution of 
1SS7 the wall 
was cut down to its present height, and 
later on the present high Iron fence wns 
erected. 
The plnn to cut a gateway In 
the corner of the fence at the junction 
of Richards street nnd Palace Square 
was advanced during the regime 
of II. 
E. Cooper as Superintendent of Public 
AVorks. 
A brond pathway will be con-
